Base may get shuttle 
landing, refitting role 


Vandenberg Air Force Base may be 
outstripping Edwards Air Force Base in 
Kern County in the race for designation 
as western Space Shuttle landing and 
refitting site, a top official with the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration (NASA) has indicated. 
The 
sprawling 
nearby 
aerospace 
complex was slated in 1972 to undergo 
some $500 million in development later 
this decade and become a launch port 
for the rocket-plane project in the early 
1980s But a recent NASA decision to 
ferry the snub-nosed shuttle orbiter 
craft — about the size of a DC-9 — piggy­ 
back aboard a specially equipped Boeing 
747 led to plans for landings on the 
flatlands at Edwards after launches 
from Vandenberg. 
NASA 
shuttle 
program 
director 
Myron Malkin quashed this view and put 
Vandenberg in the lead 
position, 
saying: “If you launch something from 
someplace, it’s cheaper to bring it back 
there,” according to reports. 
Edwards A.F.B., Hickam Field in 
Hawaii and Guam are presently under 
consideration as backup landing sites. 


If the 145 shuttle missions currently 
planned to be flown from Vandenberg 
between 1980 and 1991 also involve 
landing and refitting at Vandenberg, the 
economic impact on this area will 
undoubtedly be greater than if only the 
launches took place here and the 
landings and maintenance took place at 
Edwards. The shuttle, which is launched 
into orbit like a rocket and glides back to 
a landing like a conventional aircraft, 
requires a 15,000 foot runway. This 
would have to be constructed here, as 
well as a facility for refurbishing both 
the reusable orbiter craft themselves 
and solid rocket boosters which assist 
them 
into 
orbit 
and 
are 
then 
jettisoned into the ocean, recovered ami 
reused. This rocket recovery process 
may also require that a port facility be 
built on base to serve the ocean craft 
that will retrieve the spent rockets. 


The staffs that would be stationed on 
base to handle the landing and refitting 
operations would also represent an 
increase over those required only for 
launch operations. 


Kissinger gets 'hopeful' 
peace trip sendoff from Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger 
got 
a 
“hopeful” sendoff from President Ford 
today on what may be his hardest 
Middle East mission — persuading 
Israel and Egypt to agree on further 
Israeli withdrawal from land east of the 
Suez Canal 
Kissinger was moderately optimistic 
of success as his special jet took off 
from Andrews Air Force Base shortly 
after 10 a.m. PDT. He will visit Britain, 
and possibly Brussels, before landing in 
Egypt Friday. 
"We’re always hopeful,” Ford told 
reporters after he personally escorted 
Kissinger to the limousine in which the 
Secretary of State motored from the 
White House to Andrews. 
Kissinger kissed Betty Ford on the

and

President, saying “thank you” several 
times.

forces in Israel and some opposition 
voices in Washington —a powerful com­ 
bination of forces. 


another way, his name was marked on 
79 per cent of the 5,066 ballots cast in the 
special election. Berg was the second 
highest vote getter with 2,974, and 
Helman had 1,994 to complete the list of 
winners. 
Burke polled 8,490 votes to Diaz’ 4,107 
in the entire college district that 
includes Santa Maria, Solvang and Santa 
Ynez. In Lompoc, voters gave Burke 
3,069 to Diaz’ 1.690 College trustees 
represent individual areas, but ran at 
large. 
Two other trustees were re-elected 
over their individual challengers. They 
are Owen Rice over A1 Allocca, 8,844 
votes to 3,916; Ernest E. Righetti over 
Charles F. Brown, 8,588 votes to 4,104. 
In other area school races, Jim Davis 
with 211 votes and Marvin E. Grossi 
with 170 were elected to the Buellton 
Union School District Board, over Rita 
White, 141 votes and George E. Phillips, 
who had 57; Nina C. Williams with 394 
votes; and Robert D. France with 383, 
won election to the Solvang School 
District Board over Earl C. Petersen 
who polled 217 votes in a losing cause; 
and finally in the Santa Ynez Union High 
School District, Robert S. Herdman with 
797 votes and Harlan J. Burchardi with 
738 were elected over Kendall A. Mills 
Jr., who polled 509; Torben Jensen with 
458; Fillmore Condit with 349; and 
Robert Raleigh with 327. 
The remaining candidates to round out 
the seven who campaigned in the 
Lompoc Unified School District and 
their vote totals, were Edward Rodgers, 
1,668; Joseph Grbac, 1,620; Alberta 
Morgan, 972 and Charles Zink, 891. 
Braun campaigned heavily on his 
record and voters proved they liked his 
freshman performance on the board. In 
public forums he stressed his initiation 
of lower student-teacher ratios, and the 
resulting lower class sizes; his defense 
of Miguelito School that convinced his 
fellow trustees to keep the West Olive 
Avenue facility open in the face of 
declining enrollment district-wide; and 
one of his most consistent points was 
that he had fulfilled a campaign promise 
four years ago to work for better 
communication in the district. 
Mrs. Berg simply overpowered her 
opponents with the impact of her 
participation in school district affairs. It 
was from the grassroots in practically 
every school that she got the support for 
her well-staffed campaign organization. 
For example she was a member of the 
blue ribbon committee that did the 
much talked about Williams Report on 
school facilities and resources; and 
more recently was an appointee of the 
select countywide committee on the 
review of school attendance matters 
Helman capitalized on his previous 
three years on the board. He dwelt at 
length and often on the threatening 
economic clouds on the horizon and 
presented himself to the voters as the 
candidate with the necessary leadership 
qualities to help weather the threats.

Mrs. Lefkowitz polls 
1,370 votes to win 


City Council post

Elinor Lefkowitz, widow of the late 
Sol Lefkowitz, was elected by a 134 vote 
margin last night to serve the remaining 
three years of her husband's term on the 
Lompoc City Council. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz. 58. garnered 37 per 
cent of the vote to edge Parks and 
Recreation Commission Chairman Joe 
Valencia, who polled 33 per cent after 
missing 
a 
televised, 
election-eve 
candidates’ forum The winner ran up 
1,370 votes to Valencia’s 1,236 and led 
throughout the evening. 
Tom Green, a realtor, drew 18 per 
cent of the city vote (638 votes > to finish 
ahead of Alberta Morgan, a housewife 
and former teacher, who accounted for 
12 per cent (429 votes). Mrs. Morgan 
also lost in a simultaneous bid for the 
Lompoc 
school 
district 
board 
of 
trustees. 
A handful of absentee ballots had not 
been counted by press time but it 
appeared unlikely that Mrs. Lefkowitz' 
margin of victory could be challenged. 
C ouncilw om an-elect 
Lefkow itz 
outpolled Valencia in all eight combined 
city precincts except precinct 111, in the 
Cherry Park residential area — the 
northeast 
comer 
of 
town 
where 
Valencia lives and where the youth 
sports 
programs he has organized 
thrive. Voters in this precinct cast their 
ballots at polls at La Honda School. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz, who led throughout 
the evening, was most powerful in the 
southeast corner of town — Crestview 
Terrace — where she lives and where 
her husband also polled heavily 364 days 
before. 
This 
precinct 
(107) 
was 
headquartered at polls at Hapgood 
School. 
The 
new 
council 
member 
had 
campaigned that finding supplemental 
water is the city’s first priority in the 
coming years. She had also promised to 
open lines of communication before the 
public and city hall and to continue city 
support 
of 
the 
Lompoc 
Economic 
Development Association for at least 
another two or three years in an effort to 
draw job-producing industry into town 
She had also said that a new city hall and 
fire 
station 
were 
her 
“dream s.” 
Valencia campaigned on what he called 
a 
common 
sense 
approach 
to 
government, wanted to cut city funding 
of the economic development agency 
and was less enthusiastic about new city 
building projects. 
“I just hope that I can do a good job 
and think of 26,000 people when I make a 
decision,” the new council person said 
last night. 
Both Valencia and Green chalked Mrs. 
Lefkowitz’ victory up to what they 
called a sympathy vote following her 
husband’s unexpected death last August. 
“They gave me a pretty good run," 
she said of her male opponents. “ As I 
said before, I didn’t want it on that 
(sympathy) basis and I didn’t want it to 


be a woman’ thing.” 
Mrs. Lefkowitz is the second woman 
ever to be elected to the Lompoc City 
Council. 
The 
first, 
Councilwoman 
Charlotte Benton, is now in office The 
new member of the city’s top panel was 
asked if she and Ms. Benton were 
enough alike to form a voting block on 
the council.

“Definitely not,” asserted the new 
city leader. “We agree that we disagree 
on many items.” She and Ms. Benton 
differ philosophically, the new council 
member confided 
Mrs. Lefkowitz will be sworn in at the 
council’s regular meeting next Tuesday, 
March 11. The job pays $150 per month 
She said last night that one of her first 
official acts will be to request that the 
council “adhere to a five minute 
speaking period for each citizen and a 
three minute rebuttal. This is in order 
for everyone to have an opportunity to 
speak.” 
The ruling, if the rest of the council 
accedes to it, would further muzzle Mrs. 
Morgan, who makes frequent council 
appearances longer than this and has 
criticized time limits on speeches from 
the floor. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz, thanking her core of 
campaign workers, said that she will be 
setting up office hours for the public at 
city hall next week and announcing them 
through the local media. 
Of current proposals for building a 
city hall with $500,000 city and revenue 
sharing funds, she remarked, “ I don’t 
see how you can take a sum of money 
and build a building to fit it. Yes, 1 want 


a city hall, but 1 don't want to rush into 
it.” She added that she thinks more 
public hearings on the proposal would be 
helpful. 
Green, 
who 
finished 
third, 
was 
probably 
the 
campaign’s 
biggest 
spender with a reported outlay of $900. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz said her total campaign 
bills ran to about $750 Valencia said he 
spent about $270 on the race and Mrs. 
Morgan said she spent less than $200. 
Final 
officials 
campaign 
spending 
statements under recent fair political 
practices law are not due until May. 
Last night s 3,673 city council votes 
was 55 per cent of the total 6.646 voters 
registered in the city and a slightly 
stronger showing that the 50 per cent 
turnout recorded for the city’s school 
board race. This registration total, 
though, was down some 40 per cent from 
last November’s total of 9.496 city 
voters registered 
Mrs Lefkowitz said the higher than 
expected voter turnout pleased her 
because “ we tried to encourage that 
from the very beginning ” 
“I thoroughly enjoyed it all the way,” 
she said. 
Valencia wished the victor good luck 
in the coming three years and added 
“Probably what lost it for me was that I 
had to overcome a sympathy feeling, but 
apparently I didn't do it. I thought the 
race was between Tom Green and 
myself ” 
“Obviously, some people had more 
money than others to spend,” Valencia 
added The city commission chairman 
said he didn't think missing Monday 
night’s tv forum hurt him He was out of 
town at the time attending a parks and 
recreation convention. Valencia said he 
didn’t think he would run for the office 
again without much more financial 
backing 
“She did get a lot of sympathy votes,” 
said Green of Mrs Lefkowitz' victory 
Green also put his defeat down to poor 
associations some voters have with his 
profession as a realtor and also to the 
fact that there is already one realtor on 
the council. 
Wishing the winner the best of luck. 
Green added that “ 1 don t think I’ve 
stopped 1 think I'm looking ahead to 
next year.” 
Mrs. Morgan blamed her inability to 
register more voters as a reason for her 
defeat plus what she believes was harsh 
treatment by the local press 
“You weren’t a great help I guarantee 
you that,” she snapped at a Record 
reporter, “either with your pictures or 
by the way you slanted what you wrote 
about me. i thank the Santa Barbara 
News Press and KNEZ The News Press 
let me write it myself 
Mrs Morgan said she is “not backing 
down a quarter of an inch' 
in her 
advocacy before the council

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - Communist 
insurgents brought up guns to within 
four miles of the Phnom Penh airport 
today and slammed in a barrage of 
artillery, rockets and recoilless rifle fire 
that halted all commercial air traffic to 
the Cambodian capital. 
The 
barrage 
did 
not 
slow 
the 
American airlift of rice, ammunition 
and gasoline and commercial planes 
charted by the U.S. military took off and 
landed at the rate of one every eight 
minutes in an operation reminiscent of 
the Berlin airlift. 
One American plane was hit by rocket 
shrapnel and sustained minor damage, 
but flew back to Saigon safely. 
American officials in Saigon stressed 
that the halt in civilian flights to Phnom 
Penh would not affect the U.S. airlift. 
The rebel gunners concentrated on 
Pochentong airp' rt f*ur miles outside 
Phnom Penh, an adjacent v'llap*» and 
the road linking the airport to Phnom 
Penh. UPI reporters said half a dozen 
vehicles on the road were hit by shellfire 
and 
abandoned. 
Pochentong village 
already was deserted because of prior 
attacks. 
The last passenger plane to arrive at 
the capital was an Air Cambodge jet 
from Bangkok. It was met by airport 
officials wearing 
flak jackets and 
helmets. They rushed passengers into 
the sandbagged arrival terminal and 
sent the plane off without passengers. 
(Pentagon sources reported today that 
a U.S. helicopter carrier with about 
1,500 marines aboard has been ordered 
into the Gulf of Thailand in case it is 


needed to evacuate American citizens 
from Phnom Penh. 


(The sources said a smaller force of 
Marines at the big U.S. Marine base on 
Okinawa — roughly 300 men —has been 
put on alert for similar duty However a 
U.S. Marine spokesman on Okinawa said 
“We do not comment on any operational 
activity” ) 


The rebel shelling of Pochentong

Simon argues for better tax

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon urged the 
Senate Finance Committee today to 
revise a House passed $21.3 billion tax 
cut bill to concentrate more tax rebates 
for high and upper middle income 
Americans. 
“To stimulate the really soft spots in 
our economy, the tax cuts must be 
focused more heavily above the $10,000 
income level,” Simon testified before 
the tax writing committee 
He said the House emphasis on cutting 
taxes for those making less than $10,000 
would not result in purchase of large 
items such as automobiles, televisions 
and homes 
Simon noted that 55 per cent of the 
House bill’s tax cuts would go to those 
making less than $10,000 while President 
Ford’s tax bill would give 78 per cent 


of the reductions to those making $10,000 
to $50,000

Woman takes high position 
in sheriff's department 


Sheriff

Carpenter 
announced today that Mrs. 
Gwen 
Guinn 
has

promoted to the position of 
information services officer. In 
announcing 
the 
promotion, 
Sheriff 
Carpenter 
disclosed 
that this is the highest position 
ever held by a woman in the 
124-year 
history 
of 
his 
department. 
As a 
division 
commander, equivalent to the 
rank of captain, Mrs Guinn 
will also become part of the 
sheriff’s personal staff. 
Mrs. Guinn will head the new 
records and communications 
division, 
which 
includes 
criminal 
and jail 
records, 
warrants, telecommunications, 
and computerized information 
programs. 
Such honors as becoming the 
first woman in a top-level law 
enforcement job in the county 
is nothing new for Mrs. Guinn. 
In 1963. she was the first 
woman radio dispatcher to be 
hired 
by 
the 
Sheriff’s 
Department. Also, when the 
position of principal clerk was 
created in 1970, she was picked 
to fill it, and became the first 
female 
supervisor 
in 
the 
records bureau 
Mrs. Guinn has spent the past 
year as project director for the

government. She has also just

Lobbyists okay 


ethics' code

Twenty-three 
prominent 
Capitol lobbyists have adopted 
a code of ethics for their 
dealings with the legislature, it 
was reported Tuesday. 
They are members of Insti­ 
tute of Governmental Advo­ 
cates Inc., which was created 
to unite lobbyists’ forces in 
dealing 
with Prop. 9, the 
initiative which regulates lob­ 
byists. The group has filed 
suit to overturn parts of the 
initiative, among other things 
The code of ethics declares in 
part, “ I will eschew relation­ 
ships or actions which could be 
legitimately interpreted as the 
improper influence of all public 
officials in the course of the 
exercise of my rights as a 
citizen and member of the 
profession 
of 
governmental 
advocates.” 
James D. Garibaldi, a power­ 
ful lobbyist representing liquor 
and 
horseracing 
interests, said the code was the 
institute’s 
way 
of publicly 
declaring its members would 
“ live by the spirit of Prop. 9 ” 
Members 
pay 
$1,000 
for 
active 
membership

SACRAMENTO (U P I)-T h e 
state Department of Motor 
Vehicles is sharply restricting 
the number of persons who can 
obtain vehicle registration in­ 
formation by telephone 
DMV Director Herman Sillas 
Tuesday said the new restric­ 
tions were designed to prevent 
use of the data 
for illegal 
purposes. 
Previously, 
anyone 
could 
telephone the DMV to obtain 
the name, address and tele­ 
phone number of a vehicle 
owner just by giving the DMV 
the 
vehicle’s 
license 
plate 
number. 
Under the new restrictions. 
Sillas said, anyone requesting 
information from registration 
files must have an “identifier 
number” which is being as­ 
signed by the DMV to persons 
or organizations, such as auto 
dealers and insurance com­ 
panies. who have a “proven, 
legitimate” need for the data 
Sillas said the restrictions 
were prompted “by a rash of 
recent claims that the readily 
available registration informa­ 
tion could be construed as an 
invitation 
to 
criminal 
ac­ 
tivities.” 
A DMV spokesman said one 
example of how such data could 
be used for illegal purposes is a 
burglar obtaining from 
the 
DMV the address of an owner 
of a vehicle parked at an 
airport 
He said the burglar 
then could 
break 
into 
the 
owner’s 
home 
knowing 
he 
won’t be there. 
Sillas said private citizens 
who urgently need names and 
addresses 
based on 
license 
plate information can usually 
obtain 
the 
information 
by 
calling local law enforcement 
agencies for assistance. 
He said legitimate users of 
the information may apply to 
the DMV for “identifier num­ 
bers.”

Second Texas mass murder 
defendant found guilty 


HOUSTON 
(UPI) 
- The 
bespectacled prosecutor rose 
from his table and moved 
slowly down the jury box rail, 
turned his back on David Owen 
Brooks and looked into the eyes 
of the eight women and four 
men. 
In a voice that began softly 
and 
rose with 
each point, 
Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
Tommy 
Dunn characterized 
the lanky defendant as a willing 
member 
of 
a 
sex-torture- 
murder ring responsible for the 
deaths of 27 young men. 
It took the jury 90 minutes to 
agree Brooks, 20, killed Billy 
Ray 
Lawrence, 
15, 
in the 
summer of 1973. 
Brooks showed no emotion at 
the verdict. His wife Bridget, 
sitting 10 feet away, cried. 
That same jury returns to 
176th District Court today to 
decide punishment for Brooks, 
the 
second 
youth 
to 
be 
convicted of murder in the 
worst mass murder in modern 
U.S. history. He could receive 
from two years to life in prison. 
“This defendant was in on the 
killing, this murderous ram­ 
page. from the very begin­ 
ning,” Dunn told the jury in his 
summary Tuesday. “He tells 
you he was a cheerleader if 
nothing else That’s what he 
was 
telling you 
about his 
presence. 
“You know he was in on it.” 
Dunn repeatedly referred to 
the multiple murders in which 
Dean Corll, 33, and Elmer 
Wayne Henley, 18, and Brooks, 
lured boys to Corll’s suburban 
Houston home, sexually abused 
them, murdered them, then 
buried them at three Southeast 
Texas gravesites. 
Corll, 
described 
as 
the 


ringleader, was shot and killed 
by Henley during a paint- 
smffing 
party. 
Henley 
was 
found guilty of six of the 
murders and sentenced last 
summer to 594 years in prison. 
Defense attorney Jim Skelton 
argued the state failed to prove 
Brooks strangled Lawrence, 
the state built its case on 
circumstantial evidence, and 
was, in effect, trying Brooks 
for all the murders. 
“There is no one in this 
courtroom who isn’t shocked by 


what occurred,” Skelton said 
“The fact we asked for a fair 
trial 
is 
no 
indication 
we 
approved. 
“You cannot convict a man 
for what he knows unless he 
commits some act,” Skelton 
said. “Simply being present 
doesn't make him guilty. 
“Under the law, this man is 
not guilty of murdering Billy 
Lawrence. Jurors are bound by 
the law and the evidence. To 
find him guilty, you have to 
ignore the law.”

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How DiMaggio soothed a cabbies guilt 


By Ira Berkow 
PALM SPRINGS, Calif. - <NEA> - 
A curious nugget of folklore is that Joe 
DiMaggio, named the “Greatest Living 
Baseball Player," and who holds what 
may be the single most stunning record 
in sports — hitting safely in 56 straight 
games in 1941 — holds no other regular* 
season major league record. 
However, he does share a few regular* 
season records, and holds a sprinkling of 
World Series marks, but nothing your 
average Greatest Living Player would 
write home about 
“But I am very proud of that hitting 
streak, I can teil you that," DiMaggio 
said recently at the American Airlines 
celebrity golf tournament here. “There 
wasn’t one cheap hit to keep the streak 
going I earned every one. ” 
After his streak, there was a story 
that the Heinz Co., makers of 57 
varieties of food, would have used 
DiMaggio in its promotions if he had hit 
in one more consecutive game. 
"I 
never 
believed 
that," 
said 
DiMaggio “ After all, I got a hit in the 


All-Star 
game, 
which 
came about 
midway in the streak. And they could 
always have said that that made it 57." 
DiMaggio in recent years has made up 
for that by doing several commercials, 
including one for a bank in New York 
and one for a national coffee*making 
machine company. 
He is 61 years old, his hair is white and 
there is a bald spot in the back of his 
head. He looks in good shape, though he 
says his throwing arm is raggedy now, 
and his knees were hurting him like a 
toothache Although he retired in 1951, 
he remains trim by playing much golf. 
"It's not so much the physical aspect of 
golf that is good for keeping your weight 
down, but it's being out there on the 
course for five hours and staying away 
from the table," he said. 
He believes his hitting streak record 
will one day be broken. “Why not?" he 
asks. "Aren’t all records eventually 
broken?" 
When 
asked 
which 
records 
he 
admires, he cites two pitching ones in 
particular. He said Don Drysdale's six 


straight shutouts was spectacular, as 
well as Johnny Van der Meer’s two 
straight no-hitters in 1938. (Curiously, 
both are “consecutive" records, like 
DiMaggio’s. I 
He shares with many the big-league 
record for most triples in a game, three; 
most home runs in an inning, two. He 
shares an American League record for 
most three-base hits, rookie season 
(1936), 15; and holds the American 
League record for most runs scored, 
rookie season, 155.3 
He does hold some World Series 
records for outfielding: Most scoreless 
games without error, 45; most chances 
accepted, total series (10 Series, 51 
games), 150. And shares most hits, 
inning, 2, and most putouts, inning, 3. 
“But some of those were what 1 call 
marathon records,” said DiMaggio, his 
rather rheumy eyes expressing a kindly 
but certain contempt. 
He also does not prize fielding records 
terribly highly. “The best outfielders 
are those who try for a lot of balls, and 
of course make some errors in the 


process," he said. "I remember one 
year Zeke Bonura made only one error 
in the outfield all season for the White 
Sox. But he never moved off the spot 
where his two feet were planted " 
"It is the hitting record, though, that 
people still talk to DiMaggio about. The 
strangest encounter occurred a few 
years ago with a man who said he once 
was a taxi driver in Cleveland It had 
been written several times that on the 
day DiMaggio’s streak was stopped, the 
cabbie driving to the game in Cleveland 
that morning predicted he would go 
hitless. 
Yankee pitcher Lefty Gomez, Joe’s 
roommate, 
immediately 
gave 
the 
cabbie hell and then pulled DiMaggio out 
of the taxi. The two walked the rest of 
the way to Municipal Stadium. 
“Now this is over 30 years later," said 
DiMaggio, "and the guy is very serious. 
He apologized. Well, my God, I felt 
awful 
I mean, he might have been 
spending his life thinking he had jinxed 
me. But I told him he hadn’t. My 
number was up, was all."

You don’t need to be a 
mathematician to know that 
any time you give yourself an 
extra chance you are playing 
percentages. 
South finds himself in a nice 
comfortable three notrump 
contract He isn’t really happy 
with the spade lead It has kill­ 
ed his chance to handle a 4-1 
diamond break successfully. If 
South is just an ordinary, 
careless, but reasonably good 
player, he knows that a suit will 
break 3-2 some 68 per cent of 
the time He goes right after 
diamonds. When the suit fails to 
break, he struggles manfully to 
find a ninth trick The same 
gods of chance, who caused the 
bad diamond break, fail to 
cooperate with him and he 
winds up with eight tricks and a 
slight headache 
A careful good player looks 
around before playing to trick 
two. He sees those four clubs in 
dummy and reasons that maybe 
clubs will break 3-3 If they do 
and diamonds break also he can 
collect 12 tricks, instead of the 
11 he would get by starting 
diamonds. Far more important 
he sees that a 3-3 club break can 
give him his ninth trick if 
diamonds don’t break 
Then our careful player gives 
himself an extra chance at no 
cost at all At trick two he leads 
a club from dummy and ducks 
in his own hand 
It doesn't 
matter what West does now. 
South wins the lead; cashes his 
ace and king of clubs and has 
established dummy’s last club 
as an all important extra trick.

Attached is a copy of the letter I sent 
to Senator Rains:

For many weeks I have read in the 
newspapers and seen on television the 
con troversy 
regarding

Em ission Control System required by 
law for 1966 to 1970 automobiles Perm it 
me, Sir, to relate my experience with it 
to you 
I bought a 1967 Chevrolet, 4-door 
sedan. 283-V8, at a government auction 
on January 17, 1975. Being partially 
disabled 
and unemployed I cannot 
afford 
an 
expensive 
c ar. 
Auto 
mechanics is one of my hobbies and I 
consider m yself a fair mechanic. In 
order to get the car registered, I bought 
the Echlin Nox Kit and installed it 
myself The kit contained twenty-nine 
pieces, all the parts required for any car 
1966 to 1970 models However, the 1967 
Chevrolet required only fourteen of 
those parts leaving me with fifteen 
which are of no value to me Cost of the 
kit was $12 72 
There 
were only 
two 
functions 
performed 
by 
the 
parts 
which 
I 
installed 
(1) 
Locked 
the vacuum 
advance motion of the distributor in 
place, 
which 
is 
engineered 
into 
automobile engines to vary the time of 
ignition in the cylinders in relation to the 
amount of strain on the engine. Without 
the spark or vacuum advance function a 
car will “ ping” or knock on acceleration 
or going up-grade The “ ping” or knock 
is caused by insufficient combustion in 
the cylinders and this results in the 
emission of smoke and unexpended fuel 
mixtures 
from 
the 
exhaust 
which 
ultimately causes a loss of power. (2) 
The injection of fresh air into the line 
between the PC (pressure control) valve 
and the carburetor. I do not know the 
intended purpose of this function as it 
appears to have no effect on the engine’s 
performance. 
Regardless, 
after 
I 
completed installation of the kit I could 
not detect much difference in the c a r’s 
performance, except on acceleration, at 
which time the “ ping” or spark knock 
was quite audible. 
Registration requires a certificate 
from a certified mechanic that the car is 
equipped with the Nox Control System 
and the exhaust is emitting no more than 
the allowed parts-per-million of oxide 
and hydro carbons. The timing of the 
engine is set for ignition to take place in 
the cylinders two degrees before the 
piston reaches top-dead-center. This is 
fine, the instruments read within the 
allowable range and the mechanic gave 
my car a "clean bill of health” for the 
sum of $9! But Senator, here’s the catch. 
The car w as tested and adjustments 
made with the engine at slow idle and 
the transmission in neutral! It purred 
like a kitten, but lo and behold, when I 
head it up Harris Grade north of 
Lompoc it immediately turned into a 
dragon and wild broncho combined, 
smoking, pinging and jerking. 
For the car to run correctly at any 
other than idle speed, I had to reinstall 
the vacuum advance system and retime 
the engine. I left the fresh air injection 
connected so it would appear to have a 
Nox device installed and it did not 
appear to affect performance anyway. 
To me, this proved that the ignorant law 
requiring all this is detrimental to the 
power, performance, fuel conservation 
and even the life of an automobile 
engine. 
To 
prevent 
remaining 
a 
lawbreaker and a fugitive from justice, 
I sold this car to my son for his personal 
use in the State of Washington. 
I am only one of the voters among 
thousands who are very much in favor of 
your (SB41). Thank you, Senator,
